The White House, styled into a “Children’s 
Winter Wonderland,” dazzled its first holiday 
visitors Wednesday with room after room of 
festive decor. 

First lady Michelle Obama welcomed mili- 
tary families and children as the Christmas 
season’s inaugural guests. 

“It gets better and better every year,” she 
said. “The house is just breathtaking.” 

Fifteen staffers from agencyEA, a Chica- 
go-based event planning firm, helped White 
House staff members create the bedecked 
and bejeweled spaces. Eight Illinoisans were 
among the 106 volunteer decorators from 
37 states. 

The designs mix vintage, high-tech and 
whimsical touches. 

Animated replicas of first dogs Bo and 
Sunny, crafted from more than a mile of black- 
and-white satin ribbon, welcomed the first 
of the estimated 65,000 visitors expected in 
coming weeks. The “robotic” dogs have mo- 
tion sensors, so their heads swivel as revelers 
approach. The first dogs share digs in the East 
Garden Room with a new crowd pleaser: a 
snowscape that is projected onto a wall and 


lets guests insert themselves into the scen- 
ery—and pose for selfies. 

‘Twenty-six trees rise in spaces open to visi- 
tors, while an 18-foot-tall concolor fir from 
Leighton, Pa., in the Blue Room has its own 
theme, “America the Brave,” as a salute to the 
military. 

Gabrielle Martinez, managing partner of 
agencyEA, said her work with the White 
House social secretary's office began in 
March. Imports included toy trains on loan 
from Omaha, Neb., and reindeer carousel 
pieces from a private collection, she said. She 
imported Chicago talent, too, including Paige 
Pera, an agencyEA designer, and Jami Darwin 
Chiang, a Bucktown paper artist.

City: McCormick Place Green Line

CTA riders won't be getting a new Green 
Line stop for the holidays. 

The city has pushed back the targeted 
open date for the new Green Line stop by 
McCormick Place to early next year, said 
Pete Scales, a spokesman for the Chicago 
Department of Transportation, which is 
overseeing the project. In August, Scales 
said the Green Line stop was expected to be 
complete at the end of this year. 

At a civic luncheon last week, where CTA

Workers plan 
strike Thursday 
to back bigger 
wage increase

Two days after the Chicago City Council 
passed an ordinance raising the minimum 
wage from $8.25 to $13, some of the city’s 
low-wage workers will get up hours before 
dawn Thursday and go on strike. 

“T mean, it’s terrific, it’s wonderful,” said 
McDonald’s worker Delores Leonard when 
asked about the $13 ordinance. “We’ve made 
it over that hill and we’ve been recognized for 
our efforts towards it in our fight, [but] we’re 
definitely going to keep fighting for 15.” 

Leonard, a 29-year-old single mother 
living in South Chicago, said she’s strik- 
ing Thursday morning in protest, joining a 
group that plans to picket the Rock ’n’ Roll 
McDonald’s in River North at 4:30 a.m.; she 
and others then plan to march downtown. 

She said she still makes $8.25 per hour af- 
ter working at McDonald’s for seven years. 

Leonard, along with local activists and 
several aldermen, considers the $13 mini- 
mum wage a step in the right direction, 
rather than an unbreakable ceiling. 

Chicago’s new minimum wage will start 
phasing in July 1, when employees must be 
paid at least $10 an hour. After that, the 
wage will increase gradually to $13 in 2019. 
That is just a starting point, said mayoral 
candidate Ald. Bob Fioretti (2nd) on Tues- 
day during the emergency council meeting 
to consider the wage ordinance. 

“This is an ordinance that needs our work- 
force development [committee] to look at 
on a regular basis ... so we move toward that 
15 dollars an hour and not stop here today,” 
he said. “Do we really believe that compa- 
nies making billions in profits cannot afford 
to pay their employees a living wage?” 

“Two years ago, there was only a few of us; 
now there’s thousands of us all over the coun- 
try,” said Dora Pena, 50, through an inter- 
preter. “Through the strikes, we are waking 
the conscience of other workers and inspir- 
ing them.” 

Pena makes $8.65 at McDonald’s, and said 
she is also striking for union benefits. 

“We're winning,” she said. “We've inspired 
people globally and we're not going to stop un- 
til we get $15 and a union without retaliation.”

Two women were among the 
10 people shot and killed in 
Chicago in the past two weeks, 
amid a drop in the number of 
female homicide victims this year com- 
pared with 2013, a 
RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police 
data found. 

A 22-year-old 
woman was shot 
by her one-time 
boyfriend as she 
worked Black Fri- 
day at the Nord- 

strom’s off Michigan 
Avenue on the Near North Side, police said. 
She died the next day, according to officials. 

On Nov 19, a 25-year-old woman was fatally 
shot in the 6800 block of South Loomis Bou- 
levard in West Englewood, police said. Police 
told the Tribune the shooting was likely gang 
related. 

There have been 41 female homicide vic- 
tims so far this year, comprising 10.3 percent 
of 395 homicide victims, according to RedEye 
data as of Wednesday afternoon. 

Last year, there were 52 female victims, 
comprising 11.8 percent out of 441 homicide 
victims. In 2012, there were 49 female victims, 
comprising 9.4 percent of 522 homicide vic- 
tims, RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were report- 
ed in the past two weeks in Ashburn, Austin, 
Chicago Lawn, Greater Grand Crossing, 
Hyde Park, New City, South Lawndale and 
Washington Heights, according to officials. 

November ended last week with 38 homi- 
cides, up from 28 killings, according to Red- 
Eye data. No homicides have been reported 
so far this month. There were 40 homicides 
reported in December 2013, according to a 
RedEye analysis.

N.Y. officer not charged 
in July chokehold death 


A New York City grand jury decision not to 
charge a white police officer who killed an un- 
armed black man with a chokehold sparked 
outrage and protests Wednesday, and the U.S. 
Justice Department said it would investigate 
the incident. 

Eric Garner, a 43-year-old father of six, was 
accused of illegally selling cigarettes July 17 
when police officers tackled him and officer 
Daniel Pantaleo put him in a chokehold. Po- 
lice said he had been resisting arrest. The city’s 
medical examiner ruled the death a homicide. 

The encounter on Staten Island was cap- 
tured on video, which quickly spread over the 
Internet and fueled debate about how US. po- 
lice use force, particularly against minorities. 

It was the second grand jury in just more 
than a week to decline to prosecute a white 
policeman in the death of an unarmed black 
man. The decision by grand jurors in Ferguson, 
Mo., in the death of Michael Brown sparked 
violence, with businesses burned and looted. 


On Wednesday, about 200 people gathered 
in Times Square, chanting, “No indictment is 
denial. We want a public trial.” 

On Staten Island, near the site where Gar- 
ner was apprehended, some demonstrators 
crushed cigarettes in front of reporters and 
passersby—a reference to the reason police 
gave for approaching Garner in the first place. 

The Justice Department said it would in- 
vestigate the Garner case. It already is prob- 
ing the circumstances of the Missouri case. 

New York Mayor Bill de Blasio praised 
police commissioner Bill Bratton’s efforts to 
bridge the divide between black New Yorkers 
and police. He also said he warned his A fri- 
can-American son to take “special care in any 
encounters with police officers.” 

The Patrolmen’s Benevolent Association 
union released a statement from Pantaleo in 
which he said, “It is never my intention to 
harm anyone and I feel very bad about the 
death of Mr. Garner.”

Throughout this season, RedEye is picking the football brain of former Bears 


fullback Jason McKie. This week we asked him to reminisce about former team- 


mate Lance Briggs, who because of an injury might not play for the Bears after this 


season. Here’s what stood out to McKie about playing with the star linebacker for 


seven years. 


Merry Christmas, Lance! 


Briggs picked off Brett Favre in Green Bay 
on Dec. 25, 2005, and ran it back ro yards for 
a touchdown. The play helped the Bears win 
24-17, avictory that clinched the NFC North. 

“I know he ran down the sidelines hold- 
ing the ball up with one arm,” McKie said. 
“It was a special moment because it was a big 
play for us.” 


Prepping with Peanut 

Charles Tillman, himself an All Pro, and 
Briggs both entered the NFL in 2003 and 
have had a pregame ritual ever since. 

“They would do a warmup routine and they 
would throw the ball, playing catch like you 
were a little kid in the front yard,” McKie 
said. “They did it all the time, every game. 
It was kind of funny to see how they started 
from rookies and keep doing the same thing, 
and we see how their careers evolved after 
that.” 


The dynamic duo 
Like Patrick Kane and Jonathan Toews, it’s 
difficult to mention Briggs without his long- 


time defensive standout in the linebacking 
corps, Brian Urlacher. They made the Pro 
Bowl a combined 15 times, including four 
times in the same year. 

“It was a case of where they were out there 
making plays but they were having fun,” 
McKie said. “They were cracking jokes in 
the huddle at practice, they’re talking trash, 
they’re making fun of people on the offen- 
sive side of the ball and then carrying it to the 
game. That’s something I'll never forget— two 
great teammates who played at such a high 
level but had fun while doing it.” 


Fierce competition 

Even though they were on the same team, 
McKie never wanted to lose to Briggs if he 
could help it. 

“It was good to have the opportunity to go 
up against two of the best linebackers in the 
NFL because on Sundays it made my job eas- 
ier,” McKie said. “You knew that if they won 
{in practice} you were going to hear about it 
at the dinner table and in the dorms [in train- 
ing camp]. You made sure to try and win those 
battles.”

Briggs won't retire if he can help it

Lance Briggs insists he’s not bitter. He’s not 
disenchanted that his 2014 season and likely 
his career with the Bears came to an end two 
weeks ago against Tampa Bay when he hurt 
his groin. 

Being a 12-year NFL veteran, Briggs has 
seen enough teammates come and go with 
more than a few cruel and unceremonious 
goodbyes. So he’s well aware that endings in 
the NFL are often hollow. And that’s how his 
days as a Bear appear to be coming to a close. 

The Bears told Briggs on Nov. 26 they 
would be placing him on injured reserve. And 
that move officially was announced Friday, a 
day after the team lost 34-17 to Detroit. 

By the time Briggs taped the latest episode 
of “The Lance Briggs Show” on Comcast 
SportsNet on Tuesday, he already had reached 
acceptance of his fate. As one of the last re- 
maining links to the Bears’ 2006 Super Bowl 
run, Briggs has seen the awkward endings 
that have ushered stars such as Olin Kreutz, 
Brian Urlacher and Devin Hester away from 
Halas Hall for good. 

“For me, I prepared myself for the days 
that are coming,” Briggs told host Pat Boyle 
on Tuesday. “So I don’t hold bitterness. 
There’s no bitterness. When I think of the 
whole situation, I think of all the great years 
and I’m thankful for everything that Chicago 
has meant to me.” 

For the final month of his 12th season with 
the Bears, he'll be sidelined, stuck as a ob- 
server as his final days with the organization

tick away. This wasn’t how he wanted things 
to end. 

“Not at all,” Briggs said. “I wanted to walk 
out on that field in my Bears gear at least one 
last time and [finish] on my own terms. But I 
still get to walk out on that field. I still get to 
go out there and watch my teammates.” 

Briggs’ contract with the Bears expires in 
March. And while no one is expecting him to 
re-sign in Chicago, Briggs did reiterate Tues- 
day that he isn’t ready to retire. Asked if he 
expected to be playing somewhere in 2015, 
the linebacker shrugged. 

“I think so,” Briggs said. “... For me, I’m go- 
ing to prepare this offseason as if I’m going 
to play. But the right call has to happen, the 
right situation has to be there. And if it is, I'll 
play. If not, then Pll hang it up.”

“The Hanging Tree” has decidedly darker 
themes. Sample lyric: “Are you, are you com- 
ing to the tree where they strung up a man 
they say murdered three?” It sounds very 
little like Taylor Swift’s “Shake it Off” (which 
is incidentally 12 spots behind “The Hanging 
Tree” on the U.K. charts). It’s a repetitive folk 
song that begins quietly with just Lawrence 
singing a capella, but it builds “Bolero”-style, 
with instruments joining in and finally a whole 
chorus of singers. 

Vulture.com has the scoop on how the song 


came to be. The lyrics showed up in the book, 
by Suzanne Collins, and members of the indie 
folk band the Lumineers collaborated on the 
track. 

The song could follow the path of “Cups,” 
which became a surprise hit after Anna 
Kendrick sang it in “Pitch Perfect.” 
But Lawrence may be the most 
reluctant singer making a 
run for the pop charts. Try 
to imagine Iggy Azalea 

weeping every time she 
has to record a song, 
That’s what happened 
with Lawrence, accord- 
ing to an interview with 
David Letterman. 
“T do not like singing in 
front of other people. That’s 
like my biggest fear,” the actress 
said. “I cried on set that day. ... It was 
awful.” 

When Letterman asked her what song she 
sang in the movie, she replied: “The Hang- 
ing Tree,’ which is where I felt like going the 
morning I showed up.” 

Self-deprecation aside, Lawrence sounds 
good on the track with her raspy voice match- 
ing the dark narrative and Appalachian style 
of the music. 

As for the movie, “Hunger Games: Mock- 
ingjay—Part I” has raked in more than 
$480 million worldwide in 10 days. So even if 
the song doesn’t become the next “Let it Go,” 
cultural domination still is a possibility. 
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Allison Williams in ‘Peter Pari Live? 


‘Peter Pan Live! 
raises the stakes

Ina soundstage on a particularly desolate patch 
of Long Island, Allison Williams is dangling in 
the dark from a 25-foot harness. The “Girls” 
star floats stealthily above a brightly lighted 
bedroom where a make-believe family belts 
out the “Peter Pan” song “Tender Shepherd.” 

“Everyone here is working toward the same 
goals,” Williams says a moment later, slipping 
off the harness and zipping up a winter coat. 
“Tt’s just that our enemy is physics.” 

NEC also will try to defy a few Newtonian 
laws when its cameras capture “Peter Pan 
Live!” from these studios Thursday night. A 
follow-up to last year’s massively viewed, criti- 
cally dissed “The Sound of Music Live!,” the 
network’s new live-theater go-round, mostly in 
British accents, seeks to replicate 2013’s popu- 
list success while upping the stakes. 

“Peter Pan Live!” is a far more elaborate 
production, with flashier set pieces and effects 
than the Von Trapp tale. It also features a bold- 
er cast—in addition to Williams in the title 
role, Minnie Driver as the narrator and grown- 
up Wendy, and theater performers Christian 
Borle, Taylor Louderman and Kelli O’Hara in 
supporting parts, Christopher Walken stars 
as Capt. Hook. It’s his first major network ap- 
pearance in more than a decade, and the sight 
of an icon from “The Deer Hunter” playing a 
singing-and-dancing pirate has the improb- 
able effect of making a flying Marnie only the 
second-most unlikely image in the new pro- 


duction. 

The idea behind the show, producers say, is 
to combine old and new to unique effect. As a 
live TV event, the production is a throwback 
to another era, yet it aims to capitalize on the 
real-time immediacy of the social media age. 

And while “Peter Pan Live!’s” budget hasn’t 
been disclosed, there’s a reason (besides the 
DVE-proofing) that the network has been 
seeking a reported $350,000-per-30-second 
spot—this is not a low-budget enterprise. 
The aerials are being orchestrated by Flying 
by Foy, the Las Vegas giant that builds such 
an apparatus for massive stage productions 
(including “Peter Pan”) that tend to run for 
years, not one night. 

Teasers for “Peter Pan Live!” already have 
engendered some Twitter titters. Chatting 
with the cast and crew, one finds them at the 
ready with some persuasive explanations: Ear- 
nestness invites snark; it’s no fun for social me- 
dia users to compliment live events, so every- 
thing is skewed to the negative. 

Performing in a show like “Peter Pan Live!,” 
they say, simply means that these reactions 
come with the territory. 

“I get it. We’re the musical-theater kids, 
and everyone likes to make fun of the musical- 
theater kids,” Williams said. “But I’d ask that 
people turn off their snark machines. Not per- 
manently and not even for a long time. Just for 
a few hours.” Then she stands up, floats above 
the set and begins another song.

When it comes to camera-shy pets, Instagram 
filters can only do so much. But as your feeds fill 
with “#blessed” seasonal greetings and portraits 
of newborns festooned in Santa hats this time of 
year, local pet photographers say there’s no rea- 
son to keep your naughty-listed dog or cat from 
the festive fun. 

Jennifer Whaley has worked as a pet pho- 
tographer for eight years, and in that time the 
former East Garfield Park resident says she 
has seen the difference a good pet photo can 
make—whether it’s creating a cuter Christmas 
card or saving an animal’s life. It’s why she de- 
veloped Pose a Pet, an app that enables users to 
get an animal’s attention using specific sounds 
Whaley has found most effective in her work. 
The latest version, which features a variety of 
honks, squeaks and beeps as well as built-in tem- 
plates for sharing the images on adoption sites, 
came about in April after years of volunteering 
at Chicago Canine Rescue left Whaley feeling 
frustrated that good animals at the Forest Glen 
shelter were being overlooked. 

“T’ve been told by every rescue that I’ve worked 
with that [photos are] the No. 1 thing that can 
make or break how long an animal waits for a 
family,” Whaley, who now lives in Indiana, said. 

In August, Whaley again teamed up with Chi- 
cago Canine Rescue as part of a rotating cam- 
paign in which half the proceeds from Pose a 
Pet’s upgrade fees go to the selected shelter, and 
in January she plans to relaunch the campaign to 
benefit other nearby shelters. In the meantime, 
Whaley, along with David Sutton of Evanston’s 
Sutton Studios and Candace Zynda of Candace 
Marie Design & Photography in the Loop, 
shared their top tips and tricks for capturing 
your furry friends this holiday season.

ON THE LEVEL 


Whaley and Sutton stress the importance of get- 
ting down to your pet’s eye level or bringing the 
pet up to yours before you start shooting. 


PLAY IT COOL 


Animals can sense their humans’ vibe, and 
Whaley says that’s what often derails a photo 
session. “It’s strange for [your pets} when all of 
a sudden their ‘parent’ who they’re used to being 
around is asking them to do all these things that 
they’re not used to and all of a sudden the focus 
is constantly on ‘Sit! Look at me! Sit!” she said. 
Stay calm and talk in your natural speaking 
voice, Whaley says. If you’re posing in the photo 
with your pet, keep your body and touch relaxed. 


SPECIES STRATEGY 


Dogs and cats respond differently to stimuli, 
Sutton says. “Dogs are very tightly bonded with 
humans and they’re paying attention to you and 
they respond very well to sounds, so it’s a good 
thing to have a couple of surprise noises up your 
sleeve; squeaks or clicks or pops,” Sutton said. 
“Cats don’t generally care very much about your 
silly noises, they are more visual and so having a 
feather on a string on a stick, that kind of thing, 
will get a cat’s attention more than a sound will.” 


PATIENCE IS A VIRTUE 

So maybe your mutt isn’t a model; don’t give 
up just yet. When it comes to animals—even 
rodents and reptiles, which Zynda says are the 
trickiest to shoot—an easygoing attitude is key. 
“If you have your expectations set too high as far 
as what you want the photo to look like, it’s just 
kind of setting yourself up for failure,” she said.

included in “Happy Valley,” a disappointingly 
unrevealing documentary from writer-director 
Amir Bar-Ley, previously so successful in ex- 
ploring a cover-up (2010's great “The Tillman 
Story”). The filmmaker’s latest effort takes 

on the appalling 2011 scandal that likely sent 
Sandusky (convicted on close to 50 charges of 
sexual abuse) to prison for the rest of his life 
and led to the firing of formerly revered head 
coach Joe Paterno shortly before his 2012

death. But the film approaches a still-fuzzy 
situation and emerges without any greater les- 
sons than the disturbing power of group-think 
and the danger of false idols. 

Bar-Lev also fails to unravel what makes 
Penn State’s football program any more insular 
and sacred than that of countless other foot- 
ball-focused schools. He shows that Paterno 
became an icon of integrity thanks to high 
player graduation rates and turning down a 
lucrative offer from the New England Patriots 
to remain at the collegiate level. But with lin- 
gering uncertainty about what Paterno knew 
and when he knew it—not to mention how 
Sandusky could have gotten away with this 
for so long—“Happy Valley” appears stifled 
by devoted State College, Pa., fans, unable to 
understand why the team and its leader mean 
so much and how people can so quickly forget 
the victims and return to the stadium. Though 
fascinating, the movie is more of a well-orga-

nized mess than a thorough examination. 
“Happy Valley” does feature some stagger- 
ing moments. Matt Sandusky goes from firmly 
denying the accusations against his adopted 
father to revealing that he too was abused. It’s 
shocking that as a young boy, he was court- 
ordered to leave his biological family and join 
the Sanduskys. This is one of many elements 
Bar-Lev should have pursued in greater detail. 
The film achieves admirable balance in 


speaking with Paterno’s family and clarify- 
ing that not everyone in the Penn State 
world remains loyal to his legacy. It forgets to 
identify how the story broke in the first place 
or what was (or wasn’t) done to address the 
institutional issues that led to this tragedy. 
Yet it speaks volumes about priorities to see 
a new Penn State football season kick off 
with a moment of silence that’s followed by a 
three-hour game.
